Hon.  Joseph  S.  Howe,  one  of  the 
oldest  former  students  of  Dummer 
Academy,  died  the  past  year  at  his 
home  in  Methuen.  He  was  90  years 
old  and  had  been  prominent  in  town 
affairs  for  a  long  period  of  years, 
holding  the  offices  of  selectman,  town 
.clerk,  morerator,  treasurer,  collector 
of  taxes,  town  engineer,  and  served 
jn  the  state  legislature  as  representa- 
tive and  senator.  There  was  hardly 
a  town  office  to  which  he  had  not 
■been  elected  by  the  electorate  of 
Methuen  where  he  was  born  at  the 
Howe  homestead,  Oct.  12,  1822. 

He  attended  Dummer  about  the 
ear  1850,  transferring  from  Phillips 
Andover  Academy.  He  graduated  in 
1852.  After  graduation  from  Dart- 
mouth, Mr.  Howe  taught  school  in 
several  places  including  Danvers, 
Gloucester  and  Pelham,  N.  H.  In 
1859  he  was  elected  to  the  Methuen 
vschool  board,  serving  for  many  years. 
For  more  than  40  years  he  was  an 
outstanding  man  in  the  public  life  of 
his  native  town  and  served  in  some 
capacity  nearly  a  half  century. 

For  more  than  20  years  he  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Nevins  Memorial  Lib- 
rary and  also  on  the  board  having 
charge  of  the  Nevins  Home  for  Aged 
People.  He  was  president  of  the 
Methuen  Historical  Society,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Masons  and  other  organiza- 
tions. Mr.  Howe  was  one  of  the 
many  men  of  whom  Dummer  may  well 
be   proud.
